Constitutionality of the state law 
which prohibits possession of salmon 
during the closed season {s attacked 
in federal court in a supplemental 
complaint filed before Federal Judge 
Frank H. Kerrigan.

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FIND GOLGOTHA OF 
NOTED IRISH KING 


Explorers Unearth Charnel 
House of Conaire. 


Dublin.—The long-sought golgotha 
of King Conaire, one of the greatest 
Irish kings, who was kijled 100 years 
before Christ, has been discovered 
only an hour’s walk from the center 
of Dublin. 

The discovery of the charnel house, 
where the king and hig soldiers were 
massacred while at a grenc banquet, 
and where their bones, treasures and 
drinking goblets have lain undisturbed 
for 2,000 years, rivals the discovery 
of the tomb of King Tut-Ankh-Amen 
in Egypt. 

American capital will be heavily tn- 
vested in bringing to light all the mat- 
ters connected with the excavation to 
be shortly instituted, according to ‘As- 
sistant Keeper Grogan of the National 
Museum, who has been placed in 
charge of the work. 

King Conaire, who attained his 
lofty role through his father and his 
own prowess, was killed by men 
whose own death sentence he had re- 
mitted, being opposed to capital pun- 
ishment, history records. 

The careers of Conaire and his fa- 
ther, King Edirsceal, Circa 50 B. C., 
were intimately bound up with the 
fate of the Ernean people, a Munster 
folk of militaristic character who had 
overrun the central plain of Ireland 
and extended their dominion to the 
north coast. 

After being driven from Ulster by 
the Clan Rudhraighe, they still dom- 
inated Dal Riada and there were in- 
dications that even Ulster accepted 
thefr suzerainty. 

King Edirsceal fell in battle against 
the south Leinstermen, and Conaire 
avenged his father, driving the foe 
back and annexing Ossory. 

As king, Conaire rounded up vari- 
ous bands of brigands who had been 
condemned to deatn by their own fa- 
thers and deperted them to England. 

But the brigands returned to Ireland, 
and one niguc¢ succeeded in waylaying 
King Cona:re while he passed the 
night witn his retinue of warriors at 
the great hotel Da Dearga. at 
Gleann An Smoil, near Dublin. Here 
the king and his followers were mas- 
sacred and the famous hotel Da Dear- 
ga, which once was a shrine, was 
burned. Until two months ago, its lo- 
cation remained a mystery even t 
scholars. , 


Instructor Has Spent 
51 Years in One School 


New Orleans, La.—Fifty-one years 
of teaching in one school have taught 
Johu Henry Schoenhardt happiness in 
the school of life. 

“God has been good to me,” said 
the 72-year-old teacher in the St. 
John's Evangelical Lutheran church 
parochial school here, who has lived 
through two yellow fever epidemics, 
many floods, and three wars. 

“The even tenor of my life has been 
undisturbed. Of all my six children 
and many grandchildren, not one has 
died. There has been nothing spec- 
tacular in my life.” 

But as he reminisced a monumental 
goodness began to appear. It showed 
itself as the guiding principle of this 
soft voiced man with the faded blue 
eyes. 

His parents, German immigrants, 
scraped up enough money to send him 
to school six vears in Illinois. He be 
gan teaching in Indiana at 19, to re- 
pay them, and to give to others what 
he had learned himself. 

For two years he taught there, then 
returned to New Orleans. He re 
members the two great yellow fever 
epidemics and the Spanish-American 
war as incidents of unhappiness 
through which he passed unscathed. 

As for the rest, the 51 years of 
teaching here are “nothing,” he said. 

“I give my pupils all I know,” he 
explained. “When the end of the 
term comes I em very tired. But 
when Auczust comes T am impatient 
to be in again. I am happy in my 
work.”

RURAL GIRLS ARE 
GOOD HOUSEKEEPERS 


Expert Finds Higher Living 
Standards on Farm. 


Washington.—Girts on the more than 
6,000,000 farm homes of the United 
States are showing a keen interest 
in the arts of home making and io 
many instances are telling their moth- 
ers how to obtain the best results 
from meager incomes, according to 
Miss Mary Rokahr, home management 
specialist of the Agriculture depart- 
ment. 

Returning from a trip which car- 
ried her through most of the eastern 
and central states, where she talked 
with hundreds of farm housewives 
and their daughters, Miss Rokahr said 
the modern girl on the farm probably 
in many cases will be a better house- 
wife than her mother, 

“Everywhere I went I found the 
woman on the farm eager to learn 
how she might impreve her home and 
obtain a better mode of living on the 
slight means at her disposal. Most of 
the girls, however, were better in- 
formed than their mothers and many 
showed marked talent in restoring fur- 
niture, making clothes, cooking, and 
the manifold tasks of a housewife.” 

Labor Saving Equipment. 

One of the first questions asked by 
most housewives she met, Miss Ro- 
kahr said, was what labor saving 
equipment she ought to purchase. 
Proper methods of buying what the 
farm home needs was second in ques- 
tions asked. Then the farm wife 
wanted to know how she most effi- 
ciently might divide the housework 
among the family. 

“J do not wish to make odious com- 
parisons,” Miss Rokahr added, “but it 
is my impression that the average 
farm housewife has succeeded better 
than most city mothers in creating 
the true spirit of a home. 
the farm, especially in the West, that 
we still find the pioneer spirit.” 

The average amount of cash re- 
ceived by the farmer for his salable 
products is $600 annually, Miss Ro- 
kahr said, while the average farm 
housewife desired at least $1,200 to 
properly maintain her home. This 
would be the equivalent of about 
$1,800 in the city if allowance is made 
for the many farm products used by 
the family which must be bought in 
town. 


Little Running Water. 

In the year since Miss Rokahr as- 
sumed her duties as an expert ad- 
viser to the farm housewives of the 
nation, 12 pamphlets have been pub- 
lished outlining medel budgets for 
different states. Miss Rokahr empha- 
sized that it is not possible to recom- 
mend a standard budget for the farm 
home because of varying crop, climate 
and other conditions in different see- 
tions. It is planned to have a budget 
adapted to each section. 

Living conditions on many farm 
homes are still extremely primitive 
despite the inroads of machinery to 
lighten the farmer's burdens. Only 
10 per cent of the farm homes visited 
were found to have running water, 
and only seven per cent had elec- 
tricity. Despite this lack of modern 
conveniences, however, Miss Rokahr 
expressed the view that the farm 
housewife in most cases is keeping 
step with her city sister in providing 
a real home. 


Paris Police Use Planes 


to Spot Red Outbreaks 


Paris.—French police have added a 
new trick to their bagful of stunts for 
keeping the unruly elements of the 
city under control as a direct result of 
the latest “Red. day” manifestation, 
which in Paris proved a complete 
flasco. 

Two light airplanes equipped with 
radio patroled the city thoroughly 
and by means of ccded signals kept 
police headquarters informed as to po- 
sitions where demonstrators could be 
seen gathering. 

Within five minutes after their 
wireless reports mobile guards were 
rushed to the indicated sector and a 
cordon formed around the would-be 
demonstrators. If they attempted to 
move out of the circle marked for 
them the bravest received bruised 
heads as a reward.

OWNS LEASE FOR 
THOUSAND YEARS 


Of No Value to Woman as It 
Runs to 2813. 


Oshkosh, Wis.—Publicity about the 
maturing of some 909-year leases in 
England has brought to light here a 
1,000-year lease drawn May 1, 1813, 
in England. It is owned by Mrs. Anne 
E. Reed of this city. 

The instrument fs an original and 
has been retained in Mrs. Reed's fam- 
fly since 1813. It was brought to 
America in 1886 when her grandfa- 
ther migrated here, 

Although the document was drawn 
for the simple purpose of leasing an 
apartment described as “Skinner's 
Tenement,” with <zrtain provisos, the 
script covers a piece of heavy parch- 
ment paper two feet by three. 

The parties to it are John Perkin 
and William Prower, and Adam K. 
Baynes and William Symons. It says 
that Perkin, as owner of certain prop- 
erty in the community of Week St. 
Mary in the County of Cornwall, and 
Prower, his son-in-law, agree to con- 
struct a tenement for Baynes and Sy- 
mons. Perkin is called a “yeoman,” 
Prower a “carpenter” and Baynes a 
“gentleman.” 

Upon the deaths of the contracting 
parties, it says, heirs and assigns of 
Baynes and Symons and Perkin and 
Prower were to continue the contract 
for an uninterrupted period of 1,000 
years. 

A comparatively high fee was paid 
for the execution of the indenture, as 
is indicated by the £1 10 shilling stamp 
aftixed by the government. 

Although Mrs. Reed can trace her 
relationship to William Prower, little 
effort has been made by her to settle 
the long term contract. She believes 
the expense involved would more than 
offset profits which have accrued. 


Blind Ex-Sailor Finds

He 
knews the voices of his customers and 
can call scores of them by name. 

Several months age a new voice fell 
on his ears when a girl asked him 
for a magazine. The ease with which 
ne reached into the rack for the 
magazine impressed the girl and she 
stopped to chat with him for a few 
minutes, These visits became regular 
affairs, and the acquaintance ripened 
until love and romance lightened the 
darkness of Al’s life.
